The senator says that at the time he was

Horse power which would be necessary to 
yleid $2,500,000 annually cannot be developed 
until congress passes an act authorising the 
diversion of 14,000 or 15,000 cubic feet per 
second. 

“The jurisdiction of congress over all the 
navigable waters in the United States is 
supreme and unquestioned. 


Cites Economy Company Case. 

“In case the United States Supreméeourt } 
sustains the decision of the Supreme court 
of Iilinols, the Econo Light and Power 
company may make. de and impose 
conditions with which the state could fot 
afford to comply. In the event of federal co- 
operation, the water can be diverted inte a 
channel other than the Desplaines river below 
Joliet, thus avoiding the necessity. of. mak- 
ing any arrangement with them, and secur- 
ing to the state contro! and use of all power 
that can be developed. Without federal co- 
operation the state legislature would be com- 
pelled to use the present-channels, could not 
in any way change the course of the water, 
and, consequently, would be compelled to set- 
tle with the Economy Light and Power com- 
pany on terms dictated by them, _- 

“I for one would. not have proposed to 
the people that the state, merely for that 
purpose, should engage in power develop- 
ment. The people of IDilinocis voted their 
credit in aid of a waterway and hot to create 
water power, only as the latter hight be in- 
cidental to the former. To attempt at this 
time to substitute a power proposition for 
their intended waterway wold be nothing 
more nor less than a breach of faith with the 
people whe cast their votes for the amend- 
ment.” . 


Hennepin Farmers Ask Relief. 

Damages resulting. from. the construction 
of the Hennepin canal have cost the farmers 
along that newly opened waterway. more 
than. “$100,000 a year, according to repre- 
sentations soon to be mdde to congréss.

“ Prohibition is not a modern ‘ ogre’ seek- 
ing to take away the right to eat and drink, 
but a principle of jaw as old as the ten com- 
mandments. The law prohibits many things 
that many people would like to be free to do: 
Free born men and women have a right to 
protection. against a traffic which produces 
the evils and cost of the liquor traffic. 

“If two in 1,000 were made insane by any 
other business there would be little hesita- 


“tion about suppressing that business. That 


would give us a procession of about 5,000 in. 
th saloons in Chi- 
cago. Does afy one believe that these re- 
sult in less than one victim for every saloon? 

“As to assuming a mentorship over a 
majority, no prohibitionist has ever suggested 
such a thing. He asks the right to protect 
himself from the evils and losses which 
are the direct results of the saloon, and he 
asks only that this be granted by a majority 
vote, either on the direct issue or by the 
election of men by such a vote.’’ 


Compares Germany and America. 

The Rev. T. F. Dornbiaser in Grace Luth- 
eran church said: 

“It is not altogether just to compare the 
drinking places of Germany with the saloons 
of Chicago. In Germany the beer garden 
and other drinking places are usually in the 
open air, and if under roofare never screened 
from public view. The average German is 
too chivalrous to regale his appetite alone. 
His generous nature and family affection 
forbid him to enjoy any personal gratification 
which he canont share with his family. After 
the day’s work is ©ver you will see him take 
his wife and children to one of these places, 
and while listening to a splendid orchestra 
sips his glass of beer or wine with his family 
around him. The. custom of treating is elim- 
inated. ‘He would be ashamed to overstep the 
bounds of sobriety. He would spurn the idea 
of screening himself from the public as if 
something improper were being carried on. 

‘““Tt is true the American saloon has also 
a family annex, but it is not the place where 
men take their wives and children. to enjoy 
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so greatly without domestic ties as to have 
place to go but the sordid liquor saloon. 
Again it is pointed out that the saloon 
ministers in its free lunch counter to a great 
number of destitute men throughout the win- 
ter months. Let it be remembered that these 
destitute men for the most part are the direct 
product of the saloon and have first spent 
either the energies or their money in loafing 
arcund the beer keg. If I were a restaurant 
keeper or @ hotel proprietor, one of the first 
complaints I would make would be against 
the free lunch counter of thesaloon. Abolish 
the saloon and you abolish in large part the 
need of a free lunch counter.” 


Burden to the Community. __. 

In Maywood Congregational church the 
Rev. Percival Howson Barker said: 

‘“‘A prominent advocate of the saloon in 
Chicago recently said: ‘Why do not min- 
isters leave the liquor traffic alone and ‘at- 
tend to their own church business?’ The 
reason is, the saloon will not leave us alone; 
its evil influences are visible everywhere. In 
our fight there is a sharp antithesis between 
the bar and the boy, between the bottle and 
the bible, between brandy and bread. 

“The saloon would destroy the church if it 
could. The church could destroy the saloon 
if it would. The saloon is the appendix in 
the body politic. Then I ask you to do on 
April 5 what you would at the first irritation 
of appendicitis. So long as the saloon is le- 
galized in Chicago every hand that keeps 
the license there is stained by the blood of 
all who are the victims of its iniquity. 

“The saloon is an economic, social, and 
moral burden to a community and its aboli- 
tion would be a commercial boon to Chi- 
cago. It costs the city more for crime 
caused by drink alone than all the money 
contributed by the liquor traffic to the city 
treasury.”

“JT am a lawyer, andin the last twenty-five 
years I have defended more than 1,000 men 
charged with crime and thirty-nine men and 
women with murder. And in all that experi- 
ence I know of but two instances where the 
saloon and the accursed liquor traffic was not 
directly or indirectly responsible for the 
charge. 

* After thirty years’ experience as a law- 
yer and a man of the world, now at the age 
of 52, if on my deathbed I had the choice of 
removing one of all of the evils of the world, 
I would remove the saloon, and be satisfied 
that I had done the greatest service to hu- 
manity that has been done since the days cf 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

“Tt is said that in Germany every toiler 
carries a soldier on his back. In America, 
the home of the free, every laborer and toller 
carries a leach in a drunkard and law viola- 
tor on his back. 

“ Vote as your conscience, your country, 
your wife, your home, and your God dictate, 
and this country and this city will be re- 
deemed from whisky slavery.

Dr. Hirsch Replies to Drys. 

In a sermcn on “ The Census,’ preached 
yesterday in Sinai temple, Dr. Emil G, Hirsch 
touched incidentally on the drinking of 
liquor. 

“The tables of the census,’’ he said, ‘‘ will 
reveal the truth of our contentions that 
Americans of foreign birth have been an im- 
portant part of the American people, and set 
at rest forever the pretension of the narrow 
‘“nativists’ that we of foreign origin have 
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the reducing of crime and poverty to a sim- 
ple question of total abstention from drink 
meets the natural inertia of the thoughtless, 
and this, its simplicity, explains the hold it 
has taken on many honest but extremely one 
sided agitators and reformers, 

* Drink undoubtedly figures largely among 
the causes of crime and poverty. But does 
it to the extent generally assumed? Analysis 
of the statistics of our and other peoples jus- 
tifles the doubt in the infallibility of this 
simple formula. Eliminate drink, and still 
crime, and that of a serious nature, will per- 
sist. These generalizations are of evil. 


Drink a Negligible Factor. 

“TJ can adduce @ concrete example which 
shows the inadequacy of the theory so ur- 
gently defended.- An examination of the 
records of our Jewish philanthropies demon- 
strates that drink is so exceptional a factor 
im the equation of dependency with which 
we have to deal as to be utterly negligible. In 
our tabulations it ie not as much agsrubricat- 
ed. And yet it. is well known or ought to be 
that Jews are not total abstainers. Many of 
their religious ceremonies encourage the 
drinking of wine or beer, and wine fermented 
at that, as they know who are acquainted 
with the rites of Jewish orthodoxy. 

“Our experience shows then that other 
factors than drink make for poverty and sick- 
ness and even crime. If drink is so great an 
element in the dependency and criminality 
of some of the component parts of our popu- 
lation it must be due to the neglect of cer- 
tain forces which among Jews and Germans 
have made for sobriety and self-control and 
self-respect in all things. 


Wants Figures on Religions. 

*‘T make bold to propose that the United 
States take a census of the religious afMfilia- 
tions of its citizens. Our biblical passages, 
as interpreted by our old rabbis, point out 
that Jews are a religious nation, nation and 
religion being so intimately interwoven. as 
to defy clear delineation. 

“ Wwe have been taught by our religion that 
man is free, but that freedom implies self- 
control in all things, and for this reason we 
do not rely upon law but upon principle and 
precept to keep us in the paths of rectitude 
and sobriety. Our history is the unbroken 
record of the efficacy of these convictions 
as impulses to goodness and purity and as 
armors against temptation. 

“Tr a census of the religious affiliations 
of our citizens were taken honestly many 
facts would come to light. And not least 
among these I am sure would be the proof 
that if this land in any sense be a Christian 
country it is so least in that that dogmatic 
Christianity is the religion of the majerity 
of its inhabitants. . 

“A careful tabulation of the part religion 
has in the life of:our people might reveal that 
dogma and ritual are tot among the vita! 
forces of this religion, but*that the modern 
spirit of humanity is.” 


MESSAGE FROM KANSAS TO

Former Gov. Hoch Tells Sunday Even- 
ing Club He Sees in Woman Suffrage 
Solution of Civic Problems.

“TY believe a woman should have a vote 
if only to protect her son growing up to man- 
hood. Women in politics is and always hae 
been an influence for good. If women have 
the ballot the saloon will have to go. 

‘‘T am an optimist. The world is growing 
better, and I pity the man who is not giad 
he is born. 

“If you ask about temperance, and I un- 
stand Chicago is interested in it at this 
time, I can bring you a message from Kansas. 

‘* Kansas has been a temperance state for 
thirty-three years. Kansas was the ‘ firing 
line ’ of prohibition. Now the whole country 
has caught the Kansas spirit, and it is ex- 
tending to Chicago. 

“But I warn you that the good for the 
cause of temperance is accomplished by tem- 
perance. I warn you to conduct your cam- 
paign in a friendly, kindly spirit, and not to 
go out and do dirty things. Remember, that 
the man opposed to you has a right to his 
opinion.”’

The house committee. on ingmigration | 
has approved of the bill to. restrict immi- 
| gration drafted by « California ‘repre- 
‘eentative. The object is the exclusion of 
/ Japanese laborers, but the bill {s couched 
in general terms. It excludes “ persons 
who, under the provisions of the revised 
statutes of the United States, are ineli- 
gible to become citizens of the United~ 
States, unless they are merchants, stu- 
dents, teachers, or travelers for curiosity 
or pleasure.” ‘The statutes make eligible 
for naturalization any alien‘ who is a 
“free white person,” and aliens of Afri- 
can nativity and persons’ of African de- | 
scent. :

more definite, so that the courts might 
not be obliged to guess at the meaning. 
The present ruling of the naturalization 
bureau at Washington is that all Asiatics 
are outside the pale. It does not make 
an exception in favor of Turks, whose 
ancestors settled in Buropean Turkey 
centuries ago. Here and there, however, 
naturalization papers have been given to 
aliens—Syrians, for instance—whom the

Captain the Hon. Montagu Parker of the Grenadier 
guards, who has just arrived in this country with his 
brother John-and is staying at the Hotel St. Regis 
in New York preparatory to an extensive tour through 
the United States and Canada, where he will spend 
some time with his uncle and aunt, Gov. Gen, and 
Lady Grey, at Ottawa, is the heir presumptive to the 
peerages of his brother, the fourth Earl Morley, who 
spent a considerable time in America prior to the 
death of his father under the name of Viscount Bor- 
ingdon. 

Lord. Morley and his brothers belong to the fine 
old Devon house of Parker, among the many dis- 
tinguished members of which was the famous Ad- 
miral Sir Hyde Parker, who destroyed the Dutch 
fleet at the Dogger bank in 1781, and afterward, sail- 
ing on board his flagship Cato from Rio, bound for 
the West Indies, vanished with his ship and all his 
crew from human ken as completely as the missing 
Archduke John of Austria, never being heard of 
again. 

The principal country seat of Lord Morley is Salt- 
ram, near Plympton, which fs said:to be the largest 
if not the finest mansion in‘the county of Devon, and 
possesses an unrivaled collection of portraits by Sir 
Joshua Reynolds. It is within easy reach of Ply- 
mouth, a seaport for which both the first and second 
earls did much, among other things constructing a 
great dry dock in Catwater bay for the repairing of 
merchantmen.

Capt. Montagu Parker went through the Boer war, 
where he was badly wounded, and in one way or an- 
other has had quite as much excitement and adventure 
in his life as his brother, the present earl, who among 
other things was shipwrecked in the Pacific. Return- 
ing from Norfolk island to Sydney in Australia, the 
ship, the Avalon, caught fire, and its commander de- 
cided to run to Lord Howe island, which was about 
a hundred miles off. When within a couple of miies 
of the shore all on board were compelled to take to 
the boats and before the latter had got more than 
600 yards away there was a terrific explosion, the 
ship immediately disappearing beneath the waves in 
a column of flame and smoke. 

Inasmuch as every unmarried Englishman who 
comes to this country is credited, rightly or wrongly, 
with matrimonial intentions, it may be as well to 
mention that Capt. Parker is well off, having inher- 
fted the fortune of his mother, the late Lady Morley, 
who was one.of the daughters and heiresses of Rob- 
ert Holford, whose London home, Dorchester house, 
is now occupied by the American ambassador.

Count Henri de Beaufort, whose marriage to 
Countess Marie Sylva-Tarouca has just taken place 
at Vienna in the presence of several of the archdukes 
and archduchesses of the imperial family, is the son 
and heir of the Dutch duke of Beaufort, and has no 
connection whatsoever with the English ducal house 
of Beaufort. Nor is he related in any way to the 
young count von Mourik de Beaufort, and who re- 
cently married a young Chicago girl with some 
money, and still more recently has had some difficulty 
at Hot Springs in connection with an alleged gam- 
bling transaction. 

The patronymic of the English ducal house of Beau- 
fort is Somerset, whereas that of the Dutch duke of 
Beaufort is Beaufort, and is always used in con- 
junction with the name of “Spontin,” both names 
being taken from chfteaux on the river Meuse in 
Belgium. The family is an ancient one and the duke- 
dom was conferred upon a count de Beaufort of the 
Netherlands by the emperor of Germany in the eight- 
eenth century, when the lowlands still formed part 
of the German empire and were governed by an Aus- 
trian viceroy. Although the dukedom was granted 
by the emperor of Germany, it was expressly under- 
stood that the dignity was in no sense of the word to 
be a German one, nor a dukedom of the Holy Roman 
empire, but merely a Dutch honor and inscribed as 
such in the Netherlands’ Golden Book of the Nobility.

One of the ‘Dutch dukes of Beaufort was appointed 
governor general of the Belgian portion of the Neth- 
érlands by the allied powers in 1814, after King Louis 
Bonaparte of Holland had been deprived of the Dutch 
throne, and the French driven out of the country. 
Another Dutch duke of Beaufort died as grand mas- 
ter of the household and principal dignitary of the 
court of the first king of the Netherlands. About 
thirty years ago these Dutch Beauforts transferred 
their allegiance from the crown of the Netherlands 
to that of Austria, and obtained recognition of their 
Dutch honors in the realms of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, where they are now established and make their 
home, the @uke being a member of the Austrian

City of Leon Founded by Cortez. 

Leon, the city hated by Granadans, wat 
founded in 1523 by Fernando Cortez. Gi. 
Gonzalez, an old pirate, did his best to atone 
for the sins of a lifetime by baptizing 9,000 
Indians there three years before the city was 
started. 

Leon has seventeen churches. Its cathe- 
dral is considered by some authorities to be 
the finest In Central Anierica. The edifice 
bears marks of assaults and in some respects 
resembles the great cathedral at Seville, 
Spain. 

A portion of the town was ruined by fire 
and Indiane in 1823. Indians stil) dwel} in 
wattle? huts upon its outskirts. Tradition 
has it that Leon was cursed by a pope for the 
murder of an archbishop im the early days. 
The Granadans are most willing to credit the 
tradition. 

Leon was the ancient capital of Nicaragua 
and public buildings of the old days still 
stand. Leon lost the capital to Granada in 
1854 during the revolution in which Filibuster 
Walker figured. Since 1863, the capital has 
been at Managua. The cart road paralleling 
the railroad from Granada to Corinto is en- 
riched with the blood of revolutions. It is 
specked with little black crosses marking 
spots where violent deaths took place. 


Entire Country Volcanic. 

The entire country is volcanic in character, 
How the great volcanoes came to be raised 
abruptly from fiat plains probably is ex- 
plained by the story of Yzaico, one of the 
livest volcanoes in Salvador. Yzalco is the 
only volcano born upon the western continent 
since the discovery of America by Columbus. 
It stands upon what once was the fertile es- 
tate of one Don Balthazar Hrazo. 

In December, 1769, rumblings were heard 
ay the employés of the plantation. Upon the 
date of Feb. 28, 1770, a crevasse opened in the 
middie of a big field. Molten lava and red 
hot stones shot into the air. At one jump 
according to the story of the volcano’s birth, 
the earth was raised 3,000 feet, while terri- 
fied people observed the convulsion from a 
distance of many miles. They had estaped 
from the neighborhood by fast riding with 
horses. 

A month later the voleano was 4,000 feet 
high. It is now about 6,000 feet high, and 
one of the monster volcanoes of volcanic 
Céntral Aimérica.. Central America is liké a 
ple crust.

on Wages and Efficiency 
of Service. 


Washington, D, C., Feb. 27.—She is not a 


telephone giri if she te under 6 feet in height. 
The companies employ only girls who can 
reach to the top of their switchboards and 
a reasonable distance sideways from their 
positions, and the short ones never get a 
chance. 

Conditions existing in telephone exchanges 
throyghout the country are set forth in the 
report recently sent to the senate dealing 
with the investigation made by the bureau 
of labor. The bulk of the report deals with 
the women ere are 17,210 of them 
working at the switchboards for twenty- 
seven companies in twenty-six states which 
furnished the data. 

Agents of the bureau visited seventy-three 
exchanges and found them, generally speak- 
ing, wel In many cases thé girlie 
were compelled to walk up from one to four 
flighte of stairs, and more then two-thirds of 
the complaints heard were because of the 
lack of elevators. 


Medical and Physical Tests. 

In some cities medical or physica) éxamine- 
tione are required of applicants. The height 
ia often determined without the applicant's 
knowledge by a young woman who engages 
the former in conversation while she com- 
pares the level of the other’s eyes with her 
own. The educational requirements are 
usually that the applicant must have passed 
the sixth or seventh grade in grammar 
school. 

Wages for télephone girls vary from a 
highest monthly average of $36.96 in New 
York City ta $22.40 in Nashville, Tenn. In 
some of the emalier cities the average goes 
even lower, particularly In the south. The 
Bell company employs 16,256 women opera- 
tors at an average monthly wage of $30.91. 

In nearly all offices the operating force is 
divided Into four general shifts. Day opera- 
tors usually work between 6 a. m. and 7:30 
p. m.; night operators usually work beyond 
midnight. 


Limit of Efficient Service. 

Efficient service is possible up to 225 calis 
an hour for each girl She cannot answer 
more than that without injury to herself or 
injuring the service. The bureau has reached 
the conclusion that the operator who has not 
enough to do to keep her constantly busy, 
however, does not properly attend to what 
she has.

HAS NEW RAILROAD PROJECT. 


Foreign Minister Submits to Powers an 
Alternative Proposition to That Made 
by Secretary Knox of United States. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 27.—M. Iswolsky, 
the foreign minister, has submitted inform- 
ally to the United States and the other inter- 
ested powers the Russian government's alter- 
native proposition to that proposed by Secre- 
tary Knox relative to the construction of 
the Algun-Chinchow raflroad. 

Instead of this road, Russia suggests that 
there shall be constructed another transmon- 
golian line, further westward, striking the 
transsiberian railway near the Baika) line. 
This, with the extension from Peking to 
Kalgan, would traverse Urga and Kiakhta, 
avoiding the desert between Keilgan and 
Urga by a wide detour westward to Pupuan- 

hen. 
¥ Well informed diplomats are unable to 
understand the fear of Chinese military ag- 
gression, which is the basis of Russia’s ob- 
jection to the Algun-Chinchow railroad pro- 
ject, nor do they take the Chinese army 


seriously, . But anxiety certainly exists. 


Russian officials say that China fs 
against Russia and profess to believe that 
war is possible within a decade. Alarm 
against the Chinese has replaced the expecta- 
tion of a renewal of the war between Russia 
and Japan, which a few months ago crea 
a veritable panic among the military author~ 


ities.

Crop news all through the week was bullish 
enough to satisfy the inner longings of the 
most fastidious bull. Kansas sent hall “ay 
quota of calamitous advices, and Ne 
Missouri, Oklahoma, and Illinois were not 
far behind, A few .conservattve reports 
struggled to receive notice, but the trade was 
more anxious for those from the crop-killers, 
Recent weather conditions have not been fa- 
vyorable for wheat where it has been exposed, 


mild weather. Light snows af- 
forded’ partial protection to the crop late in 
the week in some sections, but there was no 
letup in the steady stream of crop reports 
which came from the largest houses in the 


south west, 

The added bullish incentive of a crop scare 
bids fair to turn the speculative tide again 
in favor of holders. Cash wheat is tied up 
by the mills, and while receipts have been 
liberal in all directions except at Chicago, 
stocks do not accumulate rapidly, and the 
visible supply is comparatively small. The 
result is that practically every sale of May 
wheat is a sale. Bears succeed in de- 
pressing just so long as they continue 
selling, but when they attempt to replace 
their wheat it is found to have disappeared, 
Pit conditions: and‘ local conditions govern- 
ing the trade favor the bulls decidedly, and 
even without the crop news as a help sharp 
rallies have ensued. 


Flour Trade Is Quiet. 

The flour trade is quieter and severa) mills 
in the northwest have closed down owing to 
the slow shipping ditections. Jobbders are 
fairly well supplied end. the situaiton from

Compared to other cereals from a feeding

“The American university, the Catholic 
university, and Georgetown all are sec- 
tarian,” sald Mr. Gaw. . “ Parente in: the 
district are entitled to a nonsectarian. uni- 
versity to which they may send their children 
and George Washington is the only one 
éligibie.”
